FOOD OR POISON QUESTION. 


Snwmary of UxhauiUve Treatment 


of Abater Theory by * Vienna 


In view of the discussion called forth, 


iome time ago by the report of Prof. 
Atwater's experiments, which \\ere 
intended to throw light on the q\ies- 
tion: Is alcohol u food or a poison? 
a paper in the latest number of Piln- 
ger's Archiv is of more than passing 
interest. This periodical is the lead- 
ing physiological journal of Germany 
if not of the world. The paper re- 
ferred to is by Prof. Kassowitz, of Vi- 
enna. It consists of 39 pages of care- 
fully discriminating review of tlic sci- 
entific e\idence on 1he question, un- 
der the title: "Food and Poison: A 
Contribution, to the-Alcohol Question." 


The position of the author aud the 


pla<;e of the publication \\onld lead 
one to expect a rigidly scientific treat* 
ment of the subject, not a prejudiced 
polemic, aud certainly not a harangue 
from the point of uew of the profes- 
sional temperance reformer. For this 
reason the paper is one of unusual im- 
portance, and ought to be read by 
those who profess to speak on the 
matter from a scientific 
standpoint. 


The author sums up at the close the 
main conclusions to lie dra^nf rom the 
results of.,all reliable investigations 
up to the pr&ent time. I give below 
the gist of the greater part ot the 
summary, presenting the general ideas 
rather than a literal translation: 


1. The assumption of a nutritive ac- 


tion, of alcohol rests upon, the suppo- 
sition -that a part of the food is con- 
sumed by direct chemical change with- 
out first taking part in the upbuild* 
ing of the protoplasmic substance. 


2. The logical consequence of this 


supposition, that substances of equal 
fuel values can take the place one of 
another in the chemical changes in 
the living tissue, is contradicted by 
reliable experiments. 
The same can 


be said of the supposition that a food 
can be of use through its direct de- 
struction without any 
intermediate 


protoplasmic stepb, 


3. The single remaining possibility, 


that all food mateiial is assimilated, 
i, e., ife applied to the building up of 
chemical units, agrees very A\eU with 
all the ascertained facts and stands 
in. contradiction to none. 


4. According to this conception, of 


the nature of food the proptoplaMinc 
molecules, are highly complex and 
hence chemical changes are extremely 
easy to" bring about in them. 
•^•5. Kvey btimtilurf and every chemical- 
ly acting poison causes a disturbance, 
destruction of chemical units of the 
protoplasm. 


U. Since alcohol as ij stimulating and 


poisonous substance destroys the pro- 
toplasmic molecules, U cannbt at the 
same time be assimilated and applied 
as a food material. A substance can- 
not simultaneously act as a food and a 
poison. 


-7. After a short period of stimula- 


tion, alcohol acts a.s a paralyzing agent 
to the ner\e centcis which inneruite 
the muscles; the muscles are thub Jess 
efficiently excited through the action 
of the ncrses and lebb carbon dioxide 
is produced, 
; ' 


8. The reduced amount of carbon 


dioxide excreted indicates no economy 
of the tissue substance, but is an in- 
direct consccfuence of the poisonous 
action of the alcohol. 


ft. In agreementsilh the abo^econ- 


clusion ib the"facl pro\ed by experi- 
ment that if for a part of the non- 
nitrogenous food « quantity of alco- 
hol of equal fuel >aluc is substituted, 
there results a reduction .o~f working 
power and i lossTo'f body weight, 


10. The nutritive \aluc of u .sub- 


stance does not depend simply upon 
the fact of its oxidation in the body. 


11. The practical conclusion to be 


drawn from the known facts both on 
theoretical and empirical grounds, is 
to the purport that for purposes of 
nutrition alcohol should be employed 
neither for the well nor for the sick"

Washington, 
Sept, 13.—Secretary 


Shaw today issued 
the following 


statement: 


Secictary Shaw has made arrange- 


ments to iclease about $4,000,000 
of ithe treasury holdings. 
tHe has 


had a list prepared of those national 
"banks throughout the country which 
held free or unpledged tbonds at the 
date of their last report 
and has 


made inquiry for others. After mak- 
ing: allowance for changed conditions 
since last report, he expects 'this will 
release at least §4,000,000. He has 
sent notice to all such t'hat if thsy 
will send these 'bonds to the treasurer 
of the 
United States 
in sums of 


$50,000 or more -they will She desig- 
nated as temporary depositories and 
the face value of the ibonds will be 
deposited with them to the credit of 
the treasurer of the United States, 
He has pursued this course in prefer- 
ence to designating depositories in 
the ordinary way, which 
compels 


them to buy bonds in the market at 


large premium, thus paying out 


more for the bonds than they get 
from the government The customs 
receipts are extremely heavy at this 
particular season of the year «and the 
cash balance of the treasurer 
has 


been gradually increasing. 


WTLIi ANTICIPATE INTEREST. 
'He 'has also decided to anticipate 


the October interest, amounting to 
about $4,200,000, and with this in 
view, orders 'have 1>eeiL issued to the 
vaiious sub-treasuries to cash, such 
coupons as may be presented to them 
tor payment and the treasurer of the 
Unite'd States <has been instructed to 
mail checks -for interest on the reg- 
istered bonds. All this- was decided 
upon some days ago and letters and 
telegrams prepared for today. 


The secretary sees in present condi 


tions no occasion lor alarm. He calls 
attention to the fact that there is n 
evidence of a cuixency famine, pies 
ent or prospective, elsewhere than in 
New York, and even there the rat 
is not high for commercial papei 
and for commercial paper he has th 
greater solicitude. He is well satis 
iied with his efforts to increase circu 
latroii, which he decided upon in th 
early summer when present condi 
tions were plainly visible, and ha 
the .presses busy preparing to mes 
an emergency which he does not ex- 
pect, ibut which he thinks it is wise 
to provide against. Thus far he has 
made requests only of such banks as 
hold large deposits and 'have very 
limited circulation, and'he is not 
asking these to increase to the maxi- 
mum, 
nor to increase at all for the 


present. He does not desire to foice 
the banks into the market to buy 
<bonds at a rate higher than the gov- 
einment is willing to pay. He does 
desire to make the best possible use 
of the free bonds aiow (held by the 
ibanks. Incidentally, he likes to en- 
courage banks tto hold free bonds dur- 
ing the dull ononths, believing it is 
anuch better to hold bonds that will 
yield lj£ per cent, even than to make 
call loans <at 2 per cent. He is, there- 
fore, giving the banks that hold these 
free bonds an opportunity to use them 
to most excellent advantage. 
This 


method, if pursued by the ibanks, 
would give a slight element of elas- 
ticity to >our otherwise inelastic cur- 
rency system. 


THE SECRETARY'S POSITION, 
His position as regards increasing 


circulation is perhaps ibest expressed 
in a letter which he recently wrote 
a '"bank tfhat had been already buying 
bonds, and which he has consented 
to make public. It is as follows: 


"Treasury Department, "Washing- 


ton, 'Sept. 10, 1902.-—My Dear Sir: 
Your letter of the 8th is leceived. 
I find it well nigh impossible to con- 
vey the purport of my request even 
to the banks of whom I have made 
the aequest, much less to the public. 


"First. In case of imminent dan- 


ger or actual disaster I will toe com- 
pelled to use government deposits to 
(buy increased circulation. 


"Second. 
I 'desire to have from 


fifteen to fifty millions 
additional 


circulation printed preparatory, 
so 


that it can be issued in four days 
instead of forty. 


"Third. I Tffill be gla'd to have the 


banks holding deposits arrange, if 
they can, to borrow the bonds. 


"'Fourth. I desire to send no bank 


into the market to 'buy bonds ,at the 
present time. 


"Fif th, 1 do not oare to flmve the 


currency; issued unle&g conditions 
mak£ it well nigh imperative. 


"I am making no demand upon any 


bank. • 3#ie amount of their circula*' 
tibtt fth»t &e determined "by-theii* 


using the .public funds iVow held by 
various banks on deposit as I think 
best for the public good, and in case 


trouble I may think best to use 


these to buy increased 
circulation, 


he banks now holding such funds 
having preference.*' 


LATER STATEMENT MADE. 
Later in the day the following was 
iven out at the treasury depart- 


ment: 


»<The New York banks are com- 


plaining because -the unprecedented 
demand in the west in reducing their 
available cash, They therefore ask 
that they may be 'allowed to go into 
the market, pay $1,100,000 for a 
million bonds and receive from the 
treasury a million deposit with the 
bonds as security. They seem wili- 
ng to do this and increase their re- 
serve $250,000 againsJt this increased 
liability. Thus the banks would de- 
crease their available cash §350,000, 
but they would be drawing the in- 
terest on the .bonds. Instead of this 
the secretary is loaning <to any bank 
wherever 
situated, 
upon its free 


bonds. In this way the westem de- 
mand upon the banks will be relieved 
and they will only have to protect 
themselves. **

If so t5ie government probably 
needs you and na» a good opening 
Salary to offer you, says a Washing- 
ton letter. 


Yesterday I called at the govern- 


ment's big employment agency and 
asked the officials there to tell me 
thel qualifications wfcicfh will best 
guarantee success in this autumn's 
civil service examinations to 
be 


held in 156 cities, including two each 
In Porto Rico and Hawaii. 
I "was 


told that this year's race for office 
would -be the greatest on record, b'oth 
in the number of goals to 'be won 
aud in the variety of contestants to 
bo entered. 


This fall the eligible registers of 


the civil service commission are de- 
pleted for the first time in years. Be- 
tween June 15 and July 15 more 
than 4,500 appointments were made 
from tfhese lists. 
This, of course, 


means that all former records have 
been far oclisped. 
Every depart- 


ment of the big government mill lias 
hung out the sign "Help wanted," 
and the most hopeful sign of the 
times is that in the vast majority of 
examinations state quotas, hitherto 
the bugbear of tre office hungry, are 
to be ignored. In other words, Hie 
fact that your stale long ago re- 
ceived its full share cf 'appointments 
need be no damper on your hopes in 
the vast majority of examinations. 


Fifty-one different kinds of offices

26,480,213 nickels. 
ttassaUhusetts 


took 5,000,000 cents, Pennsylvania 
4,000,000, Illinois 7,000,000 and 
New York s^tate nearly 10,000,000. 
These are the -great cent-using states 
and stand in the same order as to 
consumption of nickels. Ten years 
ago pennies were little used in Cal- 
ifornia and the south and were un- 
known things in Nevada, Wyoming 
and Arizona. Up to date Uncle Sam 
has turned out 1,100,000,000 cents, 
340,000,000 
alekels,. 100,000,000 


dimes, 200,000,000 quarters and 
150,000,000 
'half 
dollais. Some- 


where in the world are 119,000,000 
'big copper pennies. What has bs- 
come of them is a myotery, for, bar- 
ring a few in the hands cf collectors, 
they have disappeared— no one knows 
where. 


Many years ago the government 


issued 4,500,000 bionze 2-cent pieces 
and of these over 3,000,000 ale still 
outstanding. The same is true ot 
the nickel 3-cent 
piefces, of which 


nearly 2,000,000 are unaccounted for. 
Slot machines have greatly increased 
the demand for coppers, and so have 
tfie penny newspapers and the odd 
prices made popular in dry goods 
shops. 
Cents and nickels wear out 


pretty rapidly, because they ara pass- 
ing constantly from hand to hand, 
and the immense number of them 
that pour into the treasury at Wash- 
ington are carefully sorted over for 
the purpose of taking out those 
which are too much damaged rto be 
fit for further use. The life of a cent 
is only four or five years. 


Cents are subjected to more a':ci- 


dents than any other coins. Being 
rof such small value, little careis^k- 
ea with them, and that is why the 
treasury -'has to"; gq on turning out 
new^ofies at the <rate t>f 60,000,000 
to'90,000,dOO a year. At the treas- 
ury they say that the cent is a baro- 
meter of business conditions.

'heavy storm or a -sudden coming of 
cold, weather— a,ny thing,

that keeps the penny-spending part 
of the population ait home-^is accur- 
ately reflected in the falling off of 
the cents earning *ta the subtreasuries 
for exchange.

Anybody who wants .cents onay get 
them by sending a check to the su- 
perintendent <of the mint, who will 
ship (them at the expense of the gov- 
ernment.

It will be especially hard on account 
of the interest which he has taken 
all his life in, politics, and the stake 
whic'V'he/as -vyell as all <tihe other re- 
publican leader?, has in the outcome 
of the campaign.

speeches he would not be making any 
violent departure from recent cus- 
tom. Along untU 1800 presidential 
candidates usually took no active 
part in speech-making during their 
campaigns, but there was a change 
in that year, in the case of -Douglas. 
M-any presidential 
nominees since 


.then followed that lead. Presidents, 
too, -have made political speeches dur- 
ing their term, though generally, of 
course, their activity in this direction 
has beeu slight. 


President McKinley, in ^ speech 


wliton, he made at <a banquet of the 
National 
Association of Manufac- 


turers of the United States at 
the 


Waldorf-Astoria, in New York,in the 
early part of J898, the year of the 
congressional election at iihe middle 
of Ms term, recited the financial 
plank of the platform of the St. Louis 
convention of 1896, which gave him 
his first nomination, and reminded 
his hearers that "happily the tariff 
part of that platform has been in- 
grafted into public statute," refer- 
ring, of course, to the CDingley act, 
passed by the congress which he call- 
ed in special session at the beginning 
of his term in 1897. tthere was a 
good deal of politics ini that speech. 
In his western tour dn the latter part 
of the summer and the- early part of 
the fall of that year, just at the close 
of (the Spanish w&f, Presdden^ Mc- 
Kinley had for his chief theme the 
disposition which would have to be 
made of the conquered territory, esr 


of ithe Philippines.

But the president discussed that is- 


sue wd'th great freedom when he was 
on his tours in the west a few weeks 
before the voting for congress in 
1898. The west had, from the be- 
ginning, through most of its news- 
papers, taken the 'ground that the 
archipelago should-'be kept. Presi- 
dent McKinley.was soon Won over to 
this view,. and he expressed it with 
a good deal of vigor while swinging 
round the circle in that year. It was 
noticed that his speeches were pro- 
gressively more and more imperialis- 
tic, to use the term applied by the 
enemies of [retention, the farther he 
traveled after crossing the {Mississ- 
ippi, tfhere was a good deal of polit- 
ics iu those addresses, as was charge^ 
at the time by the enemies of the re- 
publicans!

turned missionary who talks of his 
work is always interesting? 
Not 


generally because he is a iiuent talk* 
er or is finished in manner or speech, 
but because he comes to you with 
real life experiences and you realize 
that the Gospel of Jesus Christ is in- 
deed the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that bclieveth. 


That Rally Day in the church at 


Antioc'a was a memorable occasion, 
and undoubtedly stirred tho life of 
.the church to a degree that it had 
not known before. 
Probably there 


.were some there who for the 
first 


time had borne in upon their souls 
the sense of their own obligations to- 
wards ethers and felt a special call 
to service. It is the spark that is 
struck from the flint which can set 
the tinder into a blaze, and not tho 
flint or the piece of steel by itself. It 
is the lightning flash which spits out 
the ball of electrical fire, and not, 
the thunder clap which rolls through 
the heavens. It is life,in touch with 
life that quickens and produces re- 
sults. It is real heart and life ex- 
perieuces which supply inspiration 
for tho most stirring testimonies. ' 


A Suggestion for Rally Day.—And if 


you want to make Rally Day in your 
church and Sunday school an occasion 
of great profit and blessing, and stir 
the meeting to its foundations, and 
stimulate to more and better work 
than ever before, cut out all the fine 
cut and dried speeches of welcome, all 
the fulsome praise, all the good prom- 
ises to larger and better service, and 
get two or 'three or four, who have 
been about the Master's business dur* 
ing the summer and are all alive with 
His work, to tell their experiences. 
Pick your speakers- carefully. 
Let 


your choice be determined not by 
fluency of speech and ease of manner, 
bub by the fact that those who are to 
speak have had an experience in soul 
saving and are burning with a desire 
to tell it. Theories as to methods of 
^vork and exhortations to service are 
all well enough sometimes, but there 
is more power to the square inch in 
the. Paul and Barnabas lially Day meth- 
ods than in all the theories and elo- 
quent speeches you can crowd into the 
audience room of the meeting hoiise. 
Try it and see. 


The Need of Going'Away,—In order 


to fully appreciate the thought of the 
Home Coming, let us go back of our 
text to the time of the departure of 
Paul and Barnabas from Antioch on 
their missionary journey. Undoiibt- 
edly there was- a double purpose in the 
Lord's calling these two men to new 
fields of labor. First, the ne^ds of oth- 
ers were greater than those of the 
church at Antioch, and second, the 
church at Antioch had reached a con- 
dition where it required the stimulus 
of the Home Coming. Your going away 
from home or your church ought to 
be marked by the stime conditions or 
motives. You are going away or have 
been away? If it was in'response to 
the call of God (and we ought never 
to go anywhere or do anything except 
He does call us and lead us), it was not 
at any sacrifice of real duty to home 
or church. If the Lord calls us away 
it is because we are no longer needed 
there, but have a mission to perform 
elsewhere, and because, the time of 
separation ended and the mission per- 
formed, the home and the church 
needs the inspiration and blessing of 
the return ho^me. 


Christ said to His disciples-: "It is 


expedient for you that I go away." 
Why? Because His going away meant 
His return in fuller measure in the 
person of the Holy Spirit. It was ex- 
pedient for Paul and Barnabas to go 
away, not alone to carry a blessnng 
to all the dark places they visited, but 
that they might return filled with ex- 
periences and lessons which would 
stir the church at Antioch and inspire 
to greater effort than ever before. 


And not only was it needful for Paul 


and Barnabas to go away to can*}' the 
Gospel to others, but because they 
were absolutely not needed any longer 
at the church at Antioch nnd would 
have been in the way of the work of 
the Lord if they had remained. A 
great many parents tic themselves up 
in the home and a great many Chris- 
tian workers tie themselves up in the 
church and Sunday school under the 
mistaken notion that the home or the 
work cannot survive their absence, 
when if the lending of the Lord were 
followed, they would go away for a 
.season to be revived and quickened and 
returned home again to be a greater 
blessing than ever before. Philip was 
called from the great revival he had 
been instrumental in starting- at Sa- 
maria out into the desert not alone 
because he was needed to preach the 
Gospel to the eunuch, but because he 
was no longer needed at Samaria, and 
perhaps would have spoiled a lar^e 
part of the* work he had accomplished 
had he remained. 
If there was a 


closer following of the leading of the 
Lord to-day there would 
be- more 


journeys through the Asia Minors of 
the world's roads and less- puttering 
over the Lord's work at the Antiochs; 
there would be more live experiences 
in the out of the way places, and more 
Home Comings to thrill the home and 
the church with n^w life and new 
power. 


The Return,—It was not until the 


work to which they had been called 
had been fulfilled, as" the verse before 
our text declares that Paul and Barna- 
bas returned. They did not turn back 
at the first sign of opposition or upon 
experiencing the first hardship. They 
were driven out of Antioch in Pisidla, 
but it was only to go to Iconium and 
Breach the Word. There a plot was 
batched to kill them, but nothing 
daunted they fled to Lystra, to heal 
the impotent man; 
There Paul was 


stoned and nearly killed, but he was 
fighting the good fight of faith and 
cheerfully and gJadly went back over 
he route he had come confirming the 
souls of the disciples* And it was not 
until all .the work God had for-them 
to do vwa* accomplished, that .they re- 


turned to the home church at Antioch, 
And if they had gone back any sooner 
there would have been some miserable 
hitch in the Rally Day arrangements 
and they never would have been able 
to gather all the church together. 


The Reunion. — "And when they were 


come," they "gathered the church to- 
gether." 
Paul and Barnabas didn't 


send baclf v/ord they were coining, 
so that a grand public reception could 
be arranged in their honor. 
They 


were not looking for personal gloryf 
and did not plan a dramatic entry, with 
popular applause and a glowing speech 
of praise and welcome from the chair- 
man of the meeting. No, they came 
quietly into Antioch with no blowing 
of trumpets, and the first thing the 
church knew of their return was when 
Paul called upon this member and 
Barnabas on that. If you want to make 
your Rally Day a success- get the re- 
turned teachers and members of the 
church out calling. Paul didn't wait 
to hear from the platform how the 
church was getting along. He knew 
that such public reports sounded well, 
but they were not altogether reliable. 
He wanteij to learn the real condition 
of affairs, and he knew the surest way 
of doing it was to talk with the indi- 
vidual members. A pastor of a church, 
a superintendent of a Sunday school, 
a teacher of a class can secure more 
reliable information in regard to the 
conditions and needs of the church, 
the school or the class, by a little ju- 
dicious calling than by a public re- 
port from every member of the church, 
the school or the class. 
1 believe 


Paul had two 'reasons for gathering 
the church together. He wanted not- 
only to make a report as to his mis- 
sionary tour, but he wanted to make 
his report fit the needs of the church. 
The incidents he told were adapted 
to the peculiar conditions in the 
church. lie told of the opposition of 
the Jews at Antioch to show how 
prejudice shut out the true light and 
led to destruction. 
He told of the 


despised Gentiles receiving the Gos- 
pel so as to make the proud and vain- 
glorious- realize that God is norespect- 
or of persons. He drew the picture 
of the lame man at Lystra with such 
vividness as to quicken the sight of all 
the members of the church to the suf- 
fering- of those about them. He re- 
ferred to the first faint glimmering of 
faith in the mind of the poor cripple 
towards God which went reaching up, 
up, up, until it brought down the bless- 
ing of healing and sound feet, so as to 
encourage the weakest brother in the 
faith to understand how the love and 
care of God reaches to the lowest and 
the weakest and the most unfortunate, 
if there is the slenderest thread of 
faith down which the blessing can 
flow. 
He told how the popular ac- 


claim which would have made of Paul 
and Barnabas gods and done sacri- 
iice to them was soon turned to bitter- 
est hate and violence, so as to show 
that the "heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked," lie 
perhaps turned the ..thoughts of the 
disciples back to Jerusalem, where 
the same multitude which had been 
praising Jesus and proclaiming Him 
King a few days before, were now 
hoarsely and madly crying for His 
blood,- and impressed upon his hear- 
ers the fickleness of the moods of the 
people of the world, and that only he 
whose mind is stayed upon the Lord 
is kept in perfect peace. 


Paul told of the stoning he suffered, 


too, but not with a superior ring in 
his voice, saying: "See how muchmore 
I have suffered for Christ's sake than 
you!" Not for the purpose of exciting 
sympathy for himself, but that he 
might again drive home to the hearts 
of his hearers that he who is not- 
willing to take up his cross and fol- 
low Christ in suffering cannot be His 
disciple; that it is only as we suffer 
with Christ that we can also reign 
with him. 


Paul "rehearsed all that God had 


done with them." Notice that Scrip- 
ture does not say that they told all 
that they had done for the Lord* Paul 
and Barnabas take a back seat and ex- 
alfc their Lord. All that God had done 
with them is the burden of their re- 
port. 
If we were less»occupiccl with 


ourselves and more completely lost in 
desire to glorify and honor God there 
would be more power and inspiration 
in the reports we make respecting the 
Lord's work. 


Get busy telling what God has done 


with you and quit telling about what 
the big ego (self) has done for God. 
Let the Rally Day reports observe this 
vital condition, let everything that is 
done and said be performed with the 
purpose of fitting a peculiar need of 
the; church and Sunday school. Let no 
one be glorified and praised save God 
and His Christ and the most stimulat- 
ing reunion you have ever had in your 
church or Sunday school will be the 
result and you will be surprised at 
the impetus which will be given the 
work. Let the Home Coining be filled 
with the thought of what God is and 
what- you can be for Him in His hands. 
Let the prayer not be "Lord, see what 
I have accomplished for Thee while 
away," but:

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 


Conditions of National Prosperity. 


—The Book of Deuteronomy is large- 
ly given to enforcing the truth that 
national prosperity is conditioned 
upon serving God. Drawing near to 
the end of life, Moses was anxious to 
impress this truth upon the Israel- 
ites. Deuteronomy contains three ad- 
dresses in which he sought to con- 
vince them that their highest well- 
being depended upon their being-faith- 
ful to the God who had brought them 
out of Egypt. 


The Blessings and- Curses.—A most 


noteworthy thing about the twenty- 
eighth chapter of Deuteronomy is 
the oriental exuberance of its lan- 
guage. Men of our time and race do 
not go so much into details in treat- 
ing of blessing or curse. Success and 
failure in all departments of life are 
here connected with obedience and 
disobedience. In fact, to the Hebrew 
mind all material prosperity was a 
sign of Jehovah's favor, and material 
reverses, of His .displeasure. 


Encouragement 'tot^Hep«ntance.— 


The two preceding, chuptcrs are in 
the spirit of the law'.fit its harshest, 
but the thirtieth chapter is full of the 
spirit of the Gospel. As in all God's 
dealings witli men, penalty iollows 
sin without fail, so does pardon'fol- 
low penitence. God'sr.ble'ssing price 
lost is not necessarily-,lost.forever, 
but may be regained by ceasing to sin 
and beginning to obey (v. 2). No con- 
dition is too hopeless for such a re- 
turn (v. 4), and the restoration to fa- 
vor will be perfect and complete (v. 
5). God's help to faithiul obediences 
may be expected by those who desire 
it (v. 6), and full happiness will sure- 
ly follow (vs. 7-10). 


God*s Commandment. — The com- 


mandment referred to (see 11:22; 19: 
9X is devotion to Jehovah, The "for" 
at the beginning is not used to con- 
nect this section with what goes just 
before, but with the general thought 
of the duty of obedience^which is in- 
volved in everything that has been 
said. The word 
rendered 
"hard" 


means rather, too difficult (17:8). The 
reasonableness and fairness of God's 
will as revealed to us by Christ, and 
in the Ten Words of the older revela- 
tion, cannot help appealing to the 
thoughtful man. 
God does not lay 


upon us burdens too heavy to be 
borne, and His commands are given 
for our good, not for His. All His 
great laws He has in some way put 
into our very hearts (30:14), so that 
we should be conscious of their right* 
ness if they had never been written 
on the tables of stone. 


Man's Duty.—The keynote of this 


section is freedom of Choice. 
The 


choice is presented first in-the terms 
of its consequences. Life-and pros- 
perity follow the right choice, while 
misfortune and death, follow the 
choice that is wrong. The choice of 
good is the choice of obedience to 
Jehovah (v. 16). Its-first step is love 
for Jehovah, and that love will lead 
to full obedience to Him; "This sec- 
tion impresses again the fact that 
"whatsoever a man sowetb, that shall 
he also re^p.'1 With verse .19 beeins 
a- final solemn appeal; an appeal as 
solemn and as forceful to the. present 
generation as it was to that. Right 
and wrong are before us and we must 
choose. The great "I ought"- rises up 
in every man's soul, a witness that 
God is our life (v. 20) and that good- 
ness is really natural, not badness; 
that the Father's house and not the 
.miserable far country is really the 
prodigal's home.

Washing-ton, 
Sept. 13.—Secretary 


Shaw today issued 
the 
following- 


statement: 


Secretary Slmw has made arrange- 


ments to release about $4,000,000 
of the treasury holdings. 
He Ji^s 


had a list prepared of those national 
banks throughout the country which 
held free or unpledged bonds at the 
date of their last report 
and h.is 


made inquiry for others. After mak- 
ing- allowance for changed conditions 
since last report, he expects-this will 
release at least $4,000,000. He has 
sent notice to all such that if tluy 
will send these'bonds to the treasurer 
of the 
United Stales 
iu sums o!' 


$50,000 or move -they will be desig- 
nated as temporary depositories and 
the face value of the 'bonds will be- 
deposited with them to the credit of 
the treasurer of the United Elates. 
He has pursued tliis course in prefer- 
ence to designating- depositories in 
the ordinary way, 
-which 
compels 


them to buy bonds in the •nmrkeL at 


IL large premium, thus paying- out 
more for the 'bonds than -they ge-fc 
from the government. 
T'he customs 


receipts are extremely lieavy at 'this 
-particular season of the year and the 
cas.h balance of the treasurer 
has 


"been gradually increasing. 


WILL ANTICIPATE INTEREST. 
lie has also decided to anticipate 


the October interest, amounting' to 
about $'1,200,000, and with, tliis in 
view, orders -have "been issued to the 
various sub-treasuries to cash such 
coupons asinay be presented to them, 
lor payment and the treasurer of the 
United States 'has been instructed, to 
mail checks for interest on. the reg- 
istered bonds- All this was decided 
upon some days ago and letters and 
telegrams prepared for today. 


The secretary sees in present, condi- 


tions no occasion for alarm. He calls 
attention to the fact that there is uo 
evidence of a currency famine, pres- 
ent or prospective, elsewhere than ii 
New York, and even there the rate 
is not high For commercial paper, 
and 1'cr commercial paper lie has tl- 
greater solicitude. He is well satis- 
tied with his efforts to increase circu- 
lation, which 'he decided upon in ihe 
r.irly summer when present condi- 
tions were plainly visible, and has 
the presses busy preparing to me?t 
an emergency which lie does not ex- 
pect, but which, he thinks it is wise 
to provide against. Thus fur he has 
made requests only of such banks as 
hold large deposits and 'have very 
limited 
circulation, and he is net 


asking these to increase to the maxi- 
mum, nor to increase at all for the 
present. He does not desire to force 
the banks into the market to buy 
•bonds at a rate higher than the gov- 
ernment, is willing 'to pay. 
He does 


desire to make the best passible use 
of the free bonds now Qield by the 
.banks. 
Incidentally. lie likes to en- 


courage banks'to hold free bonds dur- 
ing the dull months, believing it is 
much better 1o hold bonds that will 
yield \\.\ per cent, even than to make 
call Io.ius at 2 per cent. He is, there- 
fore, giving- the b.mks that hold these 
free bonds an opportunity to use them 
to nios*-. excellent advantage. 
This 


method, if pursued by the -banks, 
would give a slight element of elas- 
ticity to our otherwise inelastic cur- 
rency system. 


THE SECRETARY'S POSITION. 
His position as regards increasing- 


circulation is perhaps'best expressed 
in a letter which he -recently wrote 
:i bank that had been already buying 
bonds, and which he has consented 
to maki public. It is as follows: 


'•Treasury Department. Washing- 


ton. 
Sept. 10. 1902.—My Dear Sir: 


Your letter of the 8th is received. 
I find it well nigh impossible to con- 
vey the .purport of my request even 
•to the banks o£ whom I have made 
the request, much less to the public. 


"First. In case of imminent dan- 


ger or actual disaster I will be com- 
pelled to use government deposits to 
'buy increased circulation. 


"Second. 
I desire to -have from 


fifteen to fifty millions 
additional 


circulation printed preparatory, 
so 


thnt it can be issued in four days 
instead of forty. 


"Thii'd. I will .be glad to have the 


banks holding deposits arrange, if 
they can, to borrow the "bonds. 


"Fourth. I desire to send no hank, 
nto the -market to -buy bonds .at the 
present time. 


"Fifth. I do not care to have the 


lurrency Issued unless conditions 
make it well nigh imperative. 


"I am making no demand upon any 


bank. The fimount of their circula- 
tion must 'be determined by their 
directors', <but Inasmuch na 'bho public 
Iwlds the secretary of .the treasury 
som«rw3iat 
responsible for existing, 


conditions, I fle«m myself Justified in| 


ng the .public funds now held by 


various banks on deposit as I think 
best for the public good, and in case 
of trouble I may think best to use 
these to buy increased 
circulation, 


the banks now holding- such funds 
having- preference." 


LATER STATEMENT MADE. 


Later in the day the following- was 


given out at the treasury depart- 
ment: 


'The New York banks are com- 


plaining- because the unprecedented 
demand in the west in reducing- their 
available cash. They therefore ask 
that they may be allowed to go info 
the market, pay 81,100,000 for a 
million bonds and receive from the 
treasury a million deposit -with thd 
bonds as security. They seem will- 
ing to do this and increase their re- 
serve $250,000 against this increased 
liability. Thus the banks -would de- 
crease their available cash 8350,000, 
but they would be drawing- the in- 
terest on the bonds. Instead of this 
the secretary is loaning <to any bauh 
wherever 
situated, 
upon 
its free 


bonds. In this way the western de- 
mand upon the banks will be relieved 
and they will only have to proteci 
•themselves.1'

September, ought naturally to add to 
tho prestige of the administration re- 
sponsible ior the war. 
He made a 


few addresses on a tour which he took

managers made to Lincoln in 1804 to 
deliver a few speeches he paid 
heed, but he wrote a letter to the 
Illinois republican convention of thni 
year, which, as published nil ovei 
die country, helped tlie union cause 
in the canvass.

There were several weeks 
ft which the result of 1804 see-mfl to 
Lincoln and most of the other repub- 
lican leaders to be in doubt, but the 
union victories in the field braced up 
the re-publicans and the war demo- 
crats, and gav eLincohi and Johnson 
a brilliant victory. 
Even in. the 


darkest hour of the canvass, liowevcr, 
Lincoln kept himself out of the arena 
of parti £•.an politics. 


Doug-Ins was the first of Hie presi- 


dential candidates to formally itake 
the stump in his own interest. 
In 


the late summer and early fall of 


18GO 
he made a tour of the iiortilierj 


and 'border slave states, urging- the 
people to avoid sectional politics, but 
to cling to the union whatever might 
be the result.

land a:id Virginia Douglas made it 
plain that he believed Lincoln wouUl 
IIP electFd. nut] many queries WPTP put 
to him by p;i£ans in his au:I 
which would have been embarrassing 
to any le^s aud'ioions man.
